S a r a t o g a , N. Y., Sept. 27.—Hix-Sena- 
tor Warner Miller reached here late Tues­ 
day night, and has spent the morning in 
consultation with his friends. 
Ho was the 
last member of the “ Big Four” to arrivo 
as Mr. Depew made his appearance yes­ 
terday afternoon, and found Senator His- 
eock and Mr. Platt already on hand. 
At 12:30 o’clock Chairman Knapp called 
the convention to order, and prayer was 
offered by Dr. McKean. 
Chauncey M. Depew was then chosen 
temporary chairman, and as ho went to­ 
ward the speaker’s chair he was greeted 
with great fervor. 
A fter several times 
thfeo cheers had boon given, ho briefly 
addressed the convention. 
At its conclu­ 
sion, Delegate Cronin of New York, 
moved a resolution of sympathy with 
Irish patriots and the cause of home rule, 
which was adopted with a half dozen 
disen ting voices. 
The usual committees was then ap­ 
pointed and a recess taken until 3:30. 
On reassembling the following ticket 
was named: For secretary of State, John 
I. Gilbert of Malone; comptroller, Martin 
W. Cook of Monroe; State treasurer, Ira 
W. Hedges of Rockland; attorney-general, 
Janies M. Varnum of New York; State 
engineer, William P. Van Rensselaer of 
Seneca; judge of tho Court of Appeals, 
Judge A. Haight of Buffalo. 
With the 
exception of the judgeship all the nomi­ 
nations were unanimous, only one namo 
being presented. 
For tho judgeship the 
name of Judge Alfred Conkling Coxe was 
also presented, but Judgo Haight was 
I nominated on tho first ballot by a vote of 
440 to SHI. 
The platform adopted reaffirms the Chi­ 
cago platform; expresses confidence in 
Gen. Harrison’s integrity, efficiency and 
patriotism. 
It emphasizes the party’s ap­ 
proval of these doctrines: 
Protection to 
American industries and American labor; 
the extension of 
American trade and 
American shipping interests; liberal and 
equitable pension laws and a discriminat­ 
ing preference of Union veterans in ap­ 
pointments to public offices; a national 
election law; the restoration of the effi­ 
ciency of the postal service; the rehabilita­ 
tion of the navy; the purification and 
elevation of the civil service; the encour­ 
agement of popular education and the 
promotion thereby of national patriotism. 
The resolutions arraign Gov. Hill for veto­ 
ing such measures as the constitutional 
convention bill, the excise-reform bills, 
the ballot reform bill, and the liquor tax 
bdl, and continues as follows: 
“ The repeated efforts by Republican 
legislatures to secure ballot reform and 
thoroughly practicable temperance legis­ 
lation are proofs of the right purpose and 
good faith of the Republican party. 
No 
step backword will be taken, and we 
pledge our determination to persevere 
until salutary and adequate provisions of 
la# on these vital subjects are embodied 
in the statutes of tho State. 
We urge the 
continuance of efforts to render impossible 
improper combinations and conspiracies 
known as “trusts,” which have for their 
object the restriction of trade and the 
enhancement in cost of the necessaries of 
life.”

His father, 
whom ho followed 
on the throne, abdicated, because ho did 
not want to accept a constitution so liberal, 
and, foriwitli retired to Portugal. 
Tho Emperor is not a very soda’ lo man. 
Ile gives no dinners or balls, but Is a stu­ 
dent. 
He drives through the streets in his 
carriage drawn by his six horses, and ho 
is usually bare-headed, returning saluta­ 
tions with a slight nod. 
On his death his 
daughter, Isabella, will succeed him. 
She 
married a grandson of Louis l ’hillippo. 
She bears a strong likeness to her father, 
ami is a devout Catholic.

He W ent In a t th e Age o f 9 and Served 
T hrough th e W ar. 
Berry II. Binford, 
who was the 
youngest soldier in the Confederate 
army, died Sept. 3 while on a business 
trip to Monroe, La. 
His father, Dr, 
Binford, was a surgeon in the Confed­ 
erate army. 
The boy when about 9 
years old started out to find his father 
and reported to Gen. W heeler, who 
took him for a spy sent in by some of 
the Union people. 
The General kept 
his eye on the little chap, and finally 
turned him over to Col. Josiah Patter­ 
son. who knew Dr. Binford, 
and at 
once assumed the care of the boy. 
As 
he would not fro back home a pony was 
secured for him, a gun was sawed off 
the proper length, and he was reeog 
nized from that time on to the end of 
the war as a soldier. 
It is stated that 
Young Binford and another boy not 
much older undertook to do a little 
special service once. 
They went out 
between the lines somewhere up in north 
Alabama, threw up some small breast­ 
works and awaited the advance of the 
Unionists on tho opposite side of 
small river. The column came in sight 
and the boys opened lire as if backed 
by an army, which the Unionists na­ 
turally supposed to be a fact, 
The 
boys held the fort a whole day, 
and 
when night came on they scampered 
off and rejoined their command several 
miles away. 
Binford was the famous “suspicious 
case" that caused a panic in Memphis 
last summer, and subjected several 
distinguished physicians to a jwrfcct 
avalanche of chal! when it turned out 
to be a ease of alcoholism instead 
yellow fever.
